As presently constituted 
and administered, Soccer 
Discipline is a joke in Vic- 
toria.

He appears -before the Tri- 
bunal, along with officials, 
all prepared to lie them- 
selves black in the face. 

The referee merely sends 
in a report, in writing, 
which is challenged, ver- 
baily torn to shreds, and 
made to sound as though 
he was blind, or not even 
on the field. 

This is wrong, unjust and 
harmful. 

Players and officials 
should NOT appear at 
Soccer House. 

The system should be sim- 
plified and brought into 
line with International 
practice. 

A player, sent off, should 
be reported by the re- 
feree, in duplicate. 

A copy of the charge 
should be sent to the club, 

+ and: the player should 
answer it IN WRITING. 

One copy of the referee’s 
report, and the player's 
answer, should then be 
handed to the Tribunal.

If the verdict goes against 
him, he forfeits the bond, 
pays the costs of the per- 
sonal hearing, and is sen- 
tenced according to the 
Tribunal’s findings. 

In the last analysis, the 
important thing is to have 
a Tribunal steeped in 
Soccer experience and a, 
profound knowledge of 
Soccer law. 

Men dedicated to the game 
itself. 

Men who, like the vast 
majority of Soccer lovers, 
want to see our game 
cleaned up, so that it 
can be the skilful, crowd 
‘pleasing sport it was in- 
tended to be. 

It is not a game for the 
bash artists. The bail 
players must be pro- 
tected from them.

England, the home of Football, strangely 
had ne part in the formation of F.I.F.A. 


In 1902, a Dutch bank- 
er named Hirschman ap- 
proached the English F.A. 
for help in forming an 
imlernanonel body and the 
staging of a championship 
event —- the first seed of 
what was to be the World 
Cup. 


He met a blank wall of 
indifference, as did Rob- 
ert Guerin, of the French 
Sports Union who also 
tried and failed a year 
later. 


And so, despairing of 
English co-operation, Hir- 
schman and Guerin joined 
forces. On the 2ist May, 
1904 at a meeting in Paris, 
delegates from Belgium, 
Holland, France, 
mark, Sweden, Spain and 
Switzerland met, and the 
Federation Internationale 
de Football Association 
was born. 


Professionalism 


At the 1926 F.LF.A. 
congress, Henri Delaunay, 
the French secretary ex- 
pressed the view that 
World football competi- 
tion could no longer be 
confined to the Olympic 
Games, 


“Many countries where 
professionalism now exists 


Den-, 


can no longer be repre- 
sented by their best play- 
ers,” he said. 


In 1928, F.LF.A. passed 
a resolution to hold a 
World Cup tournament at 
once. 


Jules Rimet, President of 
the World body from 1920 
until 1954, was the inspira- 
tion and guiding figure 
during the difficult early 


years, and in recognition’ 


of his contribution to the 
game the Cup was to be 
known as the Jules Rimet 
Cup. 


Uruguay first 


The first, competition in 
1930 was not played, as 
might have been expected, 
in one of the founder 
nations in Europe, but in- 
stead went to South 
America. 


Uruguay, who had pre- 
viously come to Europe to 
take out the Olympic titles 
in both 1924 and 1928, 
were chosen as first host 
nation. 


Of the European nations 
only Belgium, France, 
Romania and Yugoslavia

The United States —

On July 30, 1930 Uru- 
guay deservedly won the 
first World Cup Final by 
beating Argentina 4-2. 
Montevideo went wild. 


The following day was 
declared a national holi- 
day.
